IT’S A GIVEN THAT MUSICIANS ARE CREATIVE, and it follows their homes often reflect their artistic 
flair. This is evident in the apartment of Trine Jorck and Torben Guldager, whose light, spacious and 
minimally decorated 83-sq-m apartment is like a beautiful, mellow composition, full of sublime pauses. 
MUSIC MAKERS Furnishings may be few, but musical paraphernalia abounds. The minute you 
step through the door of the home - situated in a late-1900s building just a few minutes’ walk from 
the centre of Copenhagen - it’s clear music plays a huge role in the lives of the couple. There are 
instrument cases used as side tables and posters and prints of musicians and bands adorn the walls. 
A bookcase is full of music literature. From the bright living room the eye is instantly drawn to a music 
room that features a wall of guitars. “It’s important to us that the objects that surround us carry 
a history that makes the room feel stimulating and alive,” Trine says. “We’re both passionate about 
the idea of a home filled with pictures, books, vinyl and strange paraphernalia that inspire reflection.” 
SIMPLE PURITY But while the musical instruments are plentiful, they still play second fiddle to 
the interior palette: the swathe of white walls combined with the polished wooden floors and plentiful ^ 
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Pared-back beauty Bleached timber floors and acres of white walls and accessories, such as bedlinen and a Le Klint 
pendant by Poul Christiansen, give the home its classic Scandi look. The bedroom features a generous wicker basket, 
above middle, for storing scarves, jumpers and bags, and an Ikea clothes rack for neatly colour-coded shirts, sequin 
tops and leather jackets, as well as punky boots and suede shoes - easy to grab when in a hurry. A utilitarian timber box, 
above right, turned upside down makes a generous bedside table. Decorated sparingly with the large round glass vase 
with white roses and a cool black and white print, the simple scheme is perfect for a good night’s sleep. ^

Chair affair Trine loves her Arne Jacobsen office chair that was 
originally in her grandfather’s office in Nyborg, whereas Torben’s fave item 
is the round timber dining table - truly democratic with no one at the head. 
Happy piace Trine often sits at the old timber table in the kitchen, writing 
lyrics, reading the newspaper and drinking coffee. Bliss!

natural light are the real stars in this show. Wooden furniture and Danish designs sit quietly in the 
space. Even in the bedroom, the mattress sits modestly on the floor, enhancing the spacious feel. 
ROOM TO MOVE Up to a year ago, the couple lived in a tiny flat, so have been relishing the sense 
of space - to think and to create, and to enjoy the chance to decorate. The intention is to create 
a different character in each room, collaborating and compromising on style. While they are both 
inspired by popular culture, and bring it to their decorating, Torben prefers their home to have a bit of 
a rock-’n’-roll vibe as well as feature contrasting colours and pop art, while Trine has a fondness for 
feminine and French bohemian details; she finds beauty in delicate nuances. She admits it has been 
a challenge - at times - to agree on style, but mostly it’s been a fun journey together. And the proof is 
in the interior duet: rather than a cacophony of looks it’s a lyrical composition. Music to their ears, o

What are the key features of a charming 
coastal dining area? Obviously, a great 
dining setting is important, but as for 
distinguishing features, it's all about the 
material and colour palette - materials like 
weathered-style timber and woven textiles, 
light pastel hues, plus white - lots of white! 
Where do you start? Think about how 
many people you want to seat on a regular 
basis as this will guide your dining table 
purchase.

With this style of dining area, the chairs will 
really make the look. Nothing says "coastal" 
quite like white cross-back chairs. Lanterns, 
too, are key to coastal style so have at least 
one or two of those and place them on your 
sideboard or your dining table for decoration. 
How do you accessorise the look? Greenery 
is important, but if you don't have a green 
thumb, or your room doesn't get lots of light, 
go for a fabulous faux plant like this Fiddle 
Leaf Fig Tree. Also, echo the look in the table 
setting - a woven table runner and white 
accessories, like a vase, will do the trick.

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STOOL BENCH 

Makes 1 Time 45 mins + drying 
You will need 3 Frosta stools in Biroh Plywood from Ikea; 
plywood sheet (45om x 1.7m x 2.1cm); pencil; drill; jigsaw; 
medium-grit sandpaper; paintbrush; paint in colour of your 
choice (we used Dulux “Spartacus”) 

Step 1 Assemble stools as per instructions. Lay plywood on 
floor then sit stools upside down on top of plywood making sure 
they are evenly spaced. Trace around seats of stools with pencil. 
Step 2 Drill a small hole inside one of the traced circles on 
plywood close to the edge of the circle - this is where you will 
insert the jigsaw. Use jigsaw to carefully cut out circle along 
marked line. Repeat to cut out remaining circles. 

Step 3 Use one of the circles you cut out as a guide to round 
off the corners of the plywood. Trace with pencil then cut with 
jigsaw. Smooth any rough edges with sandpaper. 

Step 4 Paint plywood with two coats of your chosen paint. 

Once dry, assemble bench. ^

POT-PLANT HANGER 

Makes 1 Time 25 mins 

You will need Frosta stool in Birch Plywood from Ikea; drill; 
screws; scissors; 4.5m length of cotton yarn (we got ours from 
Zpagetti.com.au, it’s made from fashion garment offcuts); pot plant 
Step 1 Take one leg from the Frosta stool flatpack (you can use the 
remaining pieces to make another project). Use drill and screws to 
secure leg to the wall as an upside down “L” at your desired height.

You will need Frosta stool in Biroh Plywood 
from Ikea; drill; medium-grit sandpaper;

Step 1 Use a pencil and ruler to mark the 
centre of the Frosta stool seat (you can use 
the legs from the stool in another project).

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SOMETIMES YOU OAN have too much of a good thing. Oasper and Hein 
van der Merwe know this all too well. After running a busy guest house 
and restaurant for eight years, the couple grew tired of the “always a party” 
lifestyle and wanted to retreat to a quiet oasis away from the hustle and bustle. 
After searching high and low for the perfect property to build on, they found 
one perched on a hill just outside of town, fringed by a lush mangrove forest. 

Casper and Hein imagined an elegant, clean-lined house where everything 
could open up. “With a superb climate such as this, we wanted to make the 
most of the outdoors,” Casper says. “We wanted to be able to fall out of 
bed and into the pool, or take a bath outside.” He counts some of the 
proponents of modernism such as Le Corbusier, Mies van der Rohe and 
Carlo Scarpa as inspiration for the home’s design. The property’s existing 
trees helped to form part of the design concept, too. ^

The plan of the house is straightforward: a long rectangle of brick and 
wooden columns, which frees up the walls to become large timber sliding 
doors that give a whole new meaning to open-plan living. The sliding doors, 
reminiscent of Japanese shoji screens, which act as doors, windows and 
room dividers all in one, allow whole facades of the house to open up. 

It’s also a natural way to control the building’s climate, Casper explains. 

“We just close the exposed side if it’s windy or raining.” 

A 600mm clerestory window that runs below the roofline creates the 
impression the roof is floating above columns and walls. The feature also 
allows natural light into the space when the doors are closed. Although not 
a typical modernist glass box, the transparency achieved by the openness 
of the house accomplishes the ideologies of Casper’s modernist icons. 

The end result is an original house that melds with its surroundings while 
making its occupants keenly aware of their environment, not to mention 
a comfortable and relaxing retreat far away from hustle and bustle of the 
busy town - exactly what Casper and Hein were looking for. o

RENOVATING ON A TIGHT BUDGET, Lauren Li still managed to employ a whole host of great ideas to make 
her Melbourne, 1970s brick-veneer unit a comfortable, light-filled home - and include a few luxury items to boot. 

The 68-sq-m, two-bedroom unit is also home to husband Phil and daughters Indigo and Goco, so practical, 
space-saving, airy solutions were a must. “We took out the laundry to open up the kitchen/dining area, and 
removed a cupboard to extend the bathroom to include a Euro laundry,” Lauren explains. “We use every inch of 
space so I’m really pleased with the minor alterations we made to the floorplan.” While the front door opens to 
living room, Lauren created an “entry” with wall-mounted shoe storage, mirror, hooks and rug. In the living 
area, a large bookcase offers storage and “hides” the TV. Floor-to-ceiling sheer curtains create a feel of height. 
By the dining table, a Lauren-designed bench allows for extra bods. And in the renovated bathroom, a handy 
double basin was installed, and laundry, too - at bathtime, dirty clothes are popped straight into the machine. 

Around the home, a few pieces were splurged on “to trick up the inexpensive items”, Lauren says. She 
couldn’t resist the “super-comfortable” Arflex “Pecorelle” armchair from Poliform in the living room. “It was 
a splurge but I fell in love with it,” she says.

BEAUTY IS OFTEN FOUND in imperfection. Take this 17th-century farmhouse in Gattigues in the 
south of France, for example.

HOTEL INTERIOR DESIGNERS often want to create a home-away-from-home feel for guests, 
but the sparkling clean, uncluttered rooms and luxe touches - not to mention room service 
and housekeeping - are tar removed from the reality of many homes. It’s more about creating 
a dream home-away-trom-home, and it works! For lots of people, the best bit about going on 
holidays is the hotel and its seemingly spacious rooms (designers are expert at maximising 
storage - there’s a place tor everything in the smallish spaces, keeping the look clean). 

It you’d like to bring the stylishly comfortable hotel look home, it’s not that ditticult to 
replicate. We’ve taken inspiration from the unique CasaCau (Casacau.com), situated in the 
heart of Rome, Italy. Designed by Nora Pastore and Alessandra Proiette, it’s a collection of 
five apartments, each with their own dining space and open-plan kitchen. The apartments 
are smart but informal, comfortable but luxe, functional but characterful, and contemporary 
but with lots of vintage pieces in the mix. They are attainable style, with ideas worth stealing 
(just leave the bathrobes alone!). So, let’s grab the room keys and have a peek inside... ^

Start with the entrance. Hotels often have a great foyer with an amazing centrepiece to catch the 
eye. It sets the scene for what’s to come. It might be a stupendous pendant, like the fabulous 1970s 
sphere light, below, or squishy chairs for people-watching. If your entrance is small, you can still 
include a welcoming focal point that reflects your style - antique table, kooky shelves, sweet chair... 

But it’s the bedroom, specifically the bed, that’s the main act at CasaCau, and any hotel. So put 
your money here. Go for the best mattress you can afford, and sheets, too. Choose natural fibres 
(Egyptian cotton is beautiful) and the highest threadcount. For extra comfort, layer two bottom 
sheets, and make your bed with hospital corners for a professional finish. There’s nothing more luxe 
than slipping into a well-made bed. And as evident at CasaCau, unique bedheads finish the look. 

The bathrooms, too, are as peaceful as they are luxurious. A large bath or shower, striking 
artworks and contemporary light fittings give a decadent vibe. If you can, put in a glass-enclosed 
walk-in shower, two basins and heated towel rack and flooring for the ultimate in luxe. Or cheat 
with accessories: plush towels, beautiful soaps, scented candles. You’ll never leave home, o 




Enter this way Take a leaf out of CasaCau’s reoeption area, above, designed in the style of a 1950s living room.

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MOVING TO BYRON BAY and its surrounding beach suburbs is a dreann for many. It’s always 
been a magnet for beachy types but, over recent years, it’s also become a hub for creatives. 
About five years ago Kelli Wharton, the founder and creative director behind the fashion brand 
Talulah (Talulah.com.au), relocated her business from Brisbane to the Byron area. The move was 
with her husband Bradley Lloyd, managing director of the label’s parent company The Locale 
Group. While the couple hadn’t started a family at that point, they were looking for a place were 
they could live for years to come, and that would easily absorb and withstand the pitter patter 
then rough and tumble of little feet. 

As it turns out they found the perfect place. Although many others couldn’t see the potential, 
Kelli had a clear idea of what it could become. The house was ideally located across the road 
from one of the area’s popular beaches and it was a decent size with more than 700 sq m of land 
and three decent-sized bedrooms. But the single-storey house was built from blonde bricks and 
inside the decor was veering towards granny chic. The garden was also mostly a driveway. “I love 
creating, so the idea of doing some serious renovations didn’t scare me off at all,” Kelli says. 

There was another key reason for buying the house. Kelli’s brother lives next door and her mum 
lives down the street. Having family close by with plans for a young family made it an easy choice. 

After living in an old Queenslander in Brisbane, the couple were keen for a modern beachy home. 
They looked at a few before discovering their current place and bought it in May 2009. Initially they 
made some changes to make the place more liveable. At the time it had many small rooms, which 
made it feel dark. The first key change was to knock down the walls between the kitchen and 
living spaces, renovate the bathroom, replace old carpet with tiles, and create an outdoor space. 
“We kept this first stage simple and beachy, with future and larger renovations in mind,” Kelli says. 

The next stage of the renovations began in 2014 after the couple drafted their own plans. They 
spoke to various builders in January and appointed Tim Dobson to the job in July. The work was 
ongoing over a six-month period, but the couple moved out for only six weeks because most of 
_ the build either didn’t affect the main living space or was in the exterior area. ^

Key to the transformation was converting a garage, which had been located at the rear of 
the property, into a master bedroom with ensuite, and relocating the garage to the front of 
the house. This meant that a driveway was no longer needed to run down the length of the 
property, taking up valuable land in the garden. It was a simple change that created a more 
luxurious sense of space for Kelli and Brad to retreat to, as well as adding a bigger run-around 
area for their sons William, aged five, and Hunter, two. 

As with most renovations, Kelli says there were obstacles to overcome. “Some contractors 
weren’t interested in our vision, and in a way wanted to do their own thing,” she says. “We ended 
up shopping around to find contractors who were prepared to go on the journey with us.” In part 
it was because Kelli had a clear vision of the materials and fittings she wanted to use, such as 
the steel doors in the dining area. “Also, I knew we needed the doors to the living area to open 
right out to the outdoors: that was really important to me,” she says. 

Overall, the beachside location of the house played an important role in not only the 
renovation decisions but the decor, too. “It doesn’t make sense to make a home precious when 
you have kids and live right by the beach,” she says. “And the area in general, Byron Bay, it’s 
such a beautiful relaxed town - we wanted to reflect that in the build too.” o

Taking a seed and helping it to grow into 
a beautiful fruit-bearing plant is an easy way 
to help nature along. The seed (or pit) of an 
avocado is perfect for this - though be prepared 
to exercise your patience, as some pits never 
split open and sprout, so try growing a few 
at once. Avocado pits can be germinated 
in soil, or in water. This water-sprouting method 
is arguably the more common (and more 
charming) of the two, as you get to watch 
the sprout emerge, unfurl and flourish. 

Gather Avocado pit; toothpicks; a glass; water 

PROPAGATE THE PIT 

Step 1 Remove the pit from inside a ripe, 
unrefrigerated avocado, rinse well and dry. 

Step 2 Push three or four toothpicks into 
the seed at its widest part, in a north, south, 
east, west pattern. 

Step 3 Suspend pit over a glass of tepid water 
with the pointy end sticking up. The water should 
cover about 2.5cm of the seed. The toothpicks 
will act as a miniature scaffold to support the 
pit’s suspension; you may need to adjust them 
to make sure the pit is positioned correctly. 

Step 4 Put the glass in a warm place, like 
a sunny windowsill. The sun may soak up 
some of your water, so top up to maintain 
your water level. If you’re lucky, the pit will 
stem in somewhere between two to six weeks. 

If it doesn’t happen in this timeframe (which 
is quite common), try again with a new pit. 

Step 5 When the stem is about 15cm long, 
trim it in half. 

TRANSPLANT THE PIT 

Step 1 When the stem sprouts back to its 15cm 
length, transplant the seedling to a pot with loose, 
sandy soil. Plant the seedling root down, leaving 
the top half of the pit sticking out of the soil. 

Step 2 Give your plant frequent, light watering 
and keep it in a sunny place to encourage growth. 
Step 3 Pinch back - use your fingers to break 
off - the newest top leaves every time the stems 
grow another 15cm or so to encourage more 
growth, and a fuller plant. 

Note Some avocado plants can take years 
to bear fruit. ^

print leaves 

Autumn is the season when deciduous trees 
shed their leaves (a process called abscission) 
in strategic, survivalist anticipation of the winter 
ahead. Collecting these fallen glories to use in 
printmaking means you can synchronise your 
creative self with the seasons. Leaf prints can 
be used for many decorative purposes, from 
creating art on archival paper and framing it, 
to customising fabric for crafting onto bags, 
tea towels and T-shirts. 

Gather Autumn leaves; old newspaper; ink 
or paint; paper, card or fabric; paintbrushes 
or ink sponges; ink brayer (roller); clean cloth; 
small jar of water 

Finding the right ieaves 

Leaves come in all shapes, sizes and textures, 
so look for variety as you ramble and forage. 
Leaves can be plucked from plants and trees to 
use in this project at any time of year. If the tree 
is an evergreen, you’ll need to pick them directly 
from the tree, even in autumn. If you are foraging 
for fallen autumn leaves, look for newly fallen 
leaves. Fresh, pliable leaves are best for this 
project, as dried leaves will snap and crumble 
when pressed or worked on. 

Preparing for printing 
Start by laying newspapers down to protect your 
work surface. Then lay out your materials: your 
paints or inks, your paintbrushes or ink sponges 
and ink brayer, and the paper card you plan to 
print on to. A clean cloth and a jar of water for 
wiping up any spills might also come in handy. 

Next, prepare your masters - that’s printmaking 
speak for the object that will create the impression 
you’re printing out: your leaves. They need to be 
dry for your printmaking session. 

Printing leaves 

Select a leaf, then take a good look at it. Is it 
bumpy or smooth? Are there any ridges? Is one 
side different from the other? The markings will 
form the print pattern. Take a paintbrush or ink 
sponge and apply some paint to the leaf. Once 
the leaf is fully and evenly covered, gently turn it 
over and press it onto the paper. You can press 
it down with your hands, or roll an ink brayer along 
its surface. When you’re done, lift the leaf away 
slowly and admire your work. 




Being playful 

You don’t need to be too prescriptive with your prints, 
as each leaf is able to make six prints. Wipe the leaf 
clean with a cloth between applications, for best effect. 
Some things to try: 

• Apply a lot of paint, and then a little. 

• Print each side of the leaf. 

• Push down hard when you roll or press the leaf, 
then push down very, very softly. 

• Hold the leaf flat to prevent movement, then let go. 

• Roll or press in all directions, then in just one direction. ^

Celebrate spring and its explosion of life and 
colour by getting out into the wilds and foraging 
for flowers to weave into a wreath. Wildflower 
wreaths can be placed in the centre of dining 
tables, hung fronn windows and doors, or even 
worn as crowns. They also make great seasonal 
gifts for nature-loving friends. 

Gather Wildflowers; scissors; raffia or twine 

Gathering your wildflowers 

Wildflowers grow where nature is allowed to 
have its way: in parks, or grass verges, alongside 
rivers, up hills and mountains. 

Look for flower stems that are flexible and 
bendy, and bear in mind flowers that drop a lot 
of pollen are going to continue to do that once 
you’ve woven them into a wreath. Take care to 
pick just the flower, not the roots and to leave 
some flowers on each plant cluster for pollinators 
like bees to visit, so that the plant survives to 
flower in future seasons. 

Making your wreath 
Begin by cutting or gently breaking the stems of 
the flowers until they are much the same length. 
Take two flowers. Loop the first stem around the 
second stem. Gently pinch the bottoms of both 
stems together and pull them down, to tighten the 
bind. Then take another flower, place it half way 
down the looped stems you’ve already made, 
loop it around and tighten it. Carry on in this way, 
slowly but surely wrapping and weaving flowers 
and stems together, until you have a braided 
length that is long enough for your purpose. 

To close your wreath, wrap (or braid) the two 
ends together until it holds its form. You can also 
wrap a piece of vine, ivy, raffia or twine around 
the whole wreath to make it more secure. 
Keeping it fresh 

How long your wreath remains fresh will depend 
on the type of flowers you use; most last a day 
or two. You can help by spraying the wreath with 
water, and hanging it upside down so the flower 
heads face down overnight. 

Note It’s not always legal to pick wildflowers, 
so make sure to check local regulations, o

The total cost of transferring, 
say, a $5000 debt to a 0% 
balance transfer deal that 
charges a 3% transfer fee and 
say an annual fee of $199 is 
actually 10.19% not 0%. 

Don’t be blinded by headline 
rates, ask if there are any other fees and charges and get them to calculate 
what the effective rate is based on the amount you want to transfer over. 
CURRENCY CONVERSION WITHOUT THE PAIN Still getting over the 
bad exchange rate you got for your Aussie dollars? Or maybe you got stung 
by a ridiculously high currency conversion fee. If so, next time you need foreign 
currency why not check out some of the new peer-to-peer currency 
transfer services like TransferWise and CurrencyFair. By matching 
people who want to swap currency, fees can be 70-90% iower than Western 
Union or bank charges for transferring funds abroad. They are kind of like a dating 
website for people who want to exchange currencies, facilitating the transfers 
through local accounts on either side to avoid paying hefty bank fees. 

ARE YOU SAVING FOR YOUR KID’S EDUCATION? It can be tricky, 
especially if you’re juggling paying your mortgage, paying for childcare or 
taking time out of work to look after babies.
